A Mother’s L ove 

This weekend we honor our mothers. It is impossible to offer them 
proper recognition for all that they do. The gospel today applies so well to 
their role in our lives. They are often the ones who teach us the 
commandments, not so much by teaching but by doing. Jesus left us with one 
great command: "Love one another as I love you. No one has greater love 
than this , to lay down one's life for one's friends." 

It is amazing how well our mothers teach us by daily sacrifices. They lay 
down their lives in so many ways. Recently, I was talking with a mother 
diagnosed with stomach cancer. She had not been feeling well for a long 
time. But she said, "I was so focused on taking care of my children that I 
didn't think much about it." Her spirit of serving as a mother describes so 
many mothers. 

Mothers stay up nights with sick children, buy and clean clothes 
endlessly, fix meals and more meals and more meals, juggle work and rides 
for school, etc. My mom often said that it felt like she just finished one meal 
when she was beginning another. 

I am not sure how my mother stayed sane with 13 children. We delighted 
in telling her imaginary stories about crazy stunts. Once my brother 
convinced her that he was diving off of a 50 foot tower into the lilac bushes 
below. She believed him because we often did so many wild things. I think 
that mothers are able to maintain some kind of sanity because of a unique 
psyche created especially for moms combined with divine grace. Mothers 
are often great examples of prayer because they have to be! 

As you think of what your mother has done for your today. Thank her 
and God. What a unique creation and blessing! And what an example of 
one who loves like the crucified and risen Jesus!

Next weekend we will take up the annual collection for the Priests'

Craig Cower and Fr. Reuben Valades. Two others live in apartments: Fr. 
Paul Dahms (Rapid City) and Fr. Mike Hight (Wall, SD). 

Parishes are assessed $11.90 per adult, so OLBH will pay approximately 
$9,000 to the Priests' Retirement Fund next year. Please give generously.

Nor need 
we feel strange in the presence of so kind a Guest; we 
must talk to Him very humbly, as we should to our 
father, ask Him for things as we should ask a father, 
tell Him our troubles ... Remember how important it is 
for you to have understood this truth - that the Lord is 
within us and that we should be there with Him.
